Read at a Meeting of the Society, 18 December, 1755. 

IN the Chapter-houfe at Weftminfter, in the receipt of the king's 
Exchequer, are preferved two volumes in manufcript called- 
Domes-day, which, without queftion, are the moft ancient and 
moft venerable records that now exift in this or any other kingdom. 
Mr. Seiden, in his preface to Eadmerus, p. 4. ipeaking of Domes- 
day, fays, Neque puto alibi in orbe Chrifliano a&orum publicorum 
autographa, quorum faltem ratio aliqua habenda eft, extare, quaenon 
faeculis aliquot hifce cedunt. 

This work (as the Red book of the Exchequer informs us) was begun 
in the year of our Lord 1080, and was completed in the year 1086, 
as appears from the concurrent teftimony of ancient writers, and from 
an entry written at the end of the fecond volume in a large coeval hand 
in capitals, in the words following : 

" ANNO MILLESIMO OCTOGESIMO SEXTO AB INCARNATIONE 
" DOMINI, VIGESIMO VERO REGNI WILLI, FACTA EST ISTA 
" DESCRIPTIO, NON SOLUM PER HOS TRES COMITATUS, SED 
« ETIAM PER ALIOS."

2 ACCOUNT OF SOME PARTICULARS 

In this work* which contains a general ifurvey of the greateft part 
of England, are fet forth, under their particular counties, rapes, laths* 
and hundreds, an account of the cities, towns, vills, etc. in each 
county i how much arable land, pafture, meadow, and wood 
every man had ; the extent or value of them in the time of Edward 
the Confeflbr and at the making the furvey ; how many men and of 
"what condition, each town, etc. contained, with many other particu- 
lars hereafter exprefled* . 

Towards the beginning of each county there is a catalogue of the 

1 capital lords or great land-holdere* who poffefled any thing in it : 

beginning with the king> and then naming the great lords, according; 

to their rank and dignity.

The other volume (which is in quarto, is written on 450 double 
pages of vellum m fingle columns* and in a large, but very fair, cha<- 
rafter) contains the counties of>

Suffolk, fo. 281. to the end. 

Part of the county of Rutland is included in that of Northamp- 
ton, and part of Lancafhire in the counties of York and Chefter, 

Northumberland, Cumberland, Weftmorland, and Durham are 
not comprehended in this fiirvey. 

The occaiion of making this furvey, its antiquity and authority, 
will beft appear from the following paflages, tranfcribed from records 
and our beft hiftorians. 

The author of the Dialogus de Scaccario, Who wrote in the time 
of Hen. II. book I. cap. xvi. gives this account of it* 

Speaking Of William the conqueror -*" Demum he quid deefle vi- 
" deretur ad omnem totius providentiae fummam, communicato confilio^ 
c< difcretiflimos a latere fuo deftinatft vkosfer regnum in circuitu. Ab 
u hi is itaque totius terrae defcriptio diligens fafta eft, tarn in nemoribug* 
" quam pafcuis et pratis, necnon et agriculturis, et verbis communi bus 
« anmtata, in librwti redaQa eft; ut videlicet quilibet jure fuo contentus* 
«* alienum non ufarpet impune. Fit autem defcriptio per comitatus* 
" per centurktas, et hydas : praenotato in ipfo capite regis nomine,

The Saxon chronicle, publifhed by biihop Gibfon, exprefles the 
©ccafion and manner of making this f^rvey in . the following words. 
" Poft haec, tenuit rex magnum conciliupi> et graves fermones habuit 
,c cum fuis proceribus de hac terra, quo modo incoleretur, et a qui- 
bus hominibus. Mittebat idcirco per totam Anglorum terram in 
(ingulos comitatus fuos fervos, quibus permifit fcrutari quot hyda- 
rum centenae eflent in comitatu, quidque rex ipfc haberet terrarum 
et pecudum in eo comitatu -, et quantum cenfus annui deberet 
percipere ex eo comitatu. Permifit etiam defcribi, quantum 
terrarum ejus archiepifcopi haberent, et dioecefani epifcopi, ac ejus 
abbates, ejufque comites ; et ne longior in hoc fim, quid aut quan- 
tum unufquifque haberet, qui terras poflideret in Anglorum gente, 
five terrarum, five pecoris, quantumque iliud pecunia valeret. Tarn 
diligenter luftrari terram permifit, ut ne unica eflet hyda, aut virga- 
ta terrae, ne quidem (quod didtu turpe, verum is fa&u tiirpe non

Ingulphus abbot of Croy land, a contempary author, gives this account 
of it : " Totam terram defcripfit, nee erat hida in tota Anglia, quin 
valorem ejus et pofleflbrem fuum fcivit ; nee lacus nee locus aliquis, 
quin in regis rotulo extitit defcriptus, ac ejus Teditus et proventus, 
" ipfa pofleflio et ejus pofleflbr regiae notitiae manifeftatus, juxta tax- 
" atorumfidem^ qui eleSii de qualibet patria territorium proprium defcri- 
" bebant. Ifti penes noftrum monafterium benevoli et amantes, non

In the efcheat rolls of Ed. Ill, the occafion and manner of making 
this furvey and its authority are declared (almoft in the very words of 
the author of the Dialogus de Scaccario, before quoted) to be, " ut 
quilibetjure fuo contentus, alienum non ufurpet impune ; praeno- 
tato in ipfo capite regis nomine ; ac deinde feriatim aliorum proce- 
rum nominibus appofitis fecundum flatus fui dignitatem, qui, viz. 
de rege tenent in capite. — Quiquidem liber Domes-day nun- 
cupatur, id eft, diesjudicii> — quia cum orta fuerit in regno conten- 
tio de hiis rebus quae illic annotantur, cum ventum fuerit ad librum, 
fententia ejus infatuari non poteft, vel impune declinari." Rot. 
Efcaet. 30 Ed. Ill, EfTex cited by Spelman, title Domes-day. 

The annals of Waverley give this account of it, Mifit rex 

Willielmus juftitiarios fiios per unamquamque fcyram, id eft, provin- 
cial Angliae,et inquirere fecit per jusjurandum quot hidae, id eft, ju- 
gera uni aratro fufficientia per annum, eflent in unaquaque villa, et 
quot animalia : hinc autem fecit inquiri quid unaquaeque urbs, caftel- 
lum, vicus, villa, flumen, palus, filva, reddit per annum -, haec 
autem omnia in chartis fcripta delata funt ad regem, et in thefauros

apud Glouceftre, ad Pafcha apud Wintoniam, ad Pentecoftem apud 

Londoniam : deinde accipiens hominium omnium terrariorum 

Angliae cujufcunque feodi efTent,. juramentum fidelitatis recipcre non 
diftulit (d). 

Avery learned judge, now living, in his difcourfe concerning tenures 9 
gives his opinion of the occafion of making this furvey, in the follow- 
ing words: " It is very remarkable that Will. I, about the 20th year of 
" his reign, juft when the general furvey of England called Domes-

(t day book is fappofed to he fintihed, and act till then, ftimmoned 
'' all the great men and landholders in the kingdom), to London and 
" Salifbury, to do their homage and fwear their fealty to him * by 
" doing whereof the Saxon chronicler fuppofes, that at that time, the 
" proceres, et omnes praedia tettentefr, fb tilt fubdidere^ ejufque &Q& 
" fox&VafalU. So that we may reafonably (uppofe, Firjt, that this gmf- 
cc ral homage^md fealty was done at this time (nineteen or twenty years 
<c after the acceffion of William I,) in confequencer of fbmething 
<c new* or elfe that engagements lb important to the maintenance and 
<c fecurity of a new eftablifhment had been required long before; 
<c and if £o, it is probable that tenures were then new x inasmuch as 
homage and fealty were and ftill are mere feudal engagements, 
binding the homager to all the duties and observances of a feudal 
a tenant

" Seconty, That as this geheral homage and fealty Wis done about 
" the time that Domes-day book wasfinijhed, and not before* we may 
" fuppofe, That that forvey inras taken upon or foon after our aiceftors 
u content to tenures, inordertodijaroertbef^ 
« and to fix hisJtomage. This fuppofition is the ntone probable, becauie 
it is hot likely that a work of this nature wis undertaken without 
Ibme immediate reafon, And no better reafon can be afligned whyit 
« was undertaken at Axis time, or indeed why this furvey Should be 
*< taken at all, there being at that time extant a general ifervey of thi 
cc whole kingdom made by Alfred (d)" 

Will. I, appears to have considered the finishing this Survey, as an 
event of great importance, and probably intended to have made the 
completing it the commencement of a new aera, a charter granted by him 
foon after to the abbot and church of Weftminfter, of eight hydes of 
land in Piriford in Surrey, having this remarkable date, Pofl defer iptionem 
' - totius Anglice (fe)»

The authority of Domes-day in point of tenure, hath never beer* 
permitted to be called in queftion 5 for inftance, when it hath been 
neceflary to diftingu&h, whether lands were held in ancient demefne or 
in what other manner* recourfe hath always been hid to Domes-day 
book, and to that tmfy, to determine the doubt. If lands were fet 
down in that book under the title of terra regis, or if it was faid 
there, rex Agfa fuch land, or fuch a town, it was then determined to 
be the king's ancient demefne. If die land or town was therein fet 
down under the name of a private lord or fubjed, then it was deter- 
mined to have been at the time of die furvey the land of fuch private 
peribn, and not ancient demefne. 

The tallages formerly affeffed upon the king's tenants in ancient 
demefne, were xtfxx&ly greater than the tallages upon perfons in the 
counties at large-, and therefore when perfons were wrongfully tallaged 
with thofe in ancient demefne, it was ufual for them, to petition die 
crown to be tallaged with the community of the county at targe : upon 
this the Jung's writ ifliied to the barons of the Exchequer to acquit the 
party aggrieved of fuch tallage, in caie> upon fearch df Domes-day 
took, die barons found the lands were not in ancient detoefhe (J). 

The care originally taken for die prefervation of this furvey, the 
jame as toas taken of the king'sfeal, is an additional proof, of the coft- 
fequence and importance this record was deemed to be ef to the pub- 
lick. 

The Dialogus de Scaccario fays,, C( Liber ille [Domes-day] figilli 
* regis comes eji individuus in tbefauro (g)" 

Until of late years it has been kept under three different locks and 
keys, one in the cuftody of the treasurer, and the others of the two? 
chamberlains of the Exchequer, and was not to be opened but oi* WW /^" 
paying a fee of 6 5. 8 d. It is now depofited in the chapter houfe at 
Weftmtnfter, among other valuable records in the cuftody of Mr. 
Morley, whofe readinefs to oblige the members of this fociety with 
the infpe&ion of this, and other records in his office, without fee or 
reward, it would be want of candour not to mention*

The writing of this MS. after near feven hundred years, is perfe&ly 
legible. And in Hickes's Thefaurus, vol.i.p. 144, andinfome other 
books, ipecimens are to be feen of the character in which it is written. 

In page 122. of the preface to a Collection of difcourfes of feveral 
learned Englifh antiquaries (who were early members of this focietyj 
Mr. Hearne, after . inferring a table of the abbreviations ufed in this 
•record, adds, " he hath often wifhed this record were printed entirely y 
" there being no furvey of any other country whatever equal to it. 
." The ancient Roman itineraries have been always valued, and that 
deiervedly. Y«t they we trifles in comparifon of this moft admirable 
furvey, done with fuch an exa&nefs, arid lb much diligence, as 
cc would be hardly credible, were it not certain that the Normans 
refolved to make the beft ufe of their conqueft, and tofecure every 
inch of ground to themfelves. There are accounts of fbme whole 
" counties printed from this book, and they are very good Ipecimens 
<c of the intire work, and cannot but make thofe that are in love with 
" our antiquities, the more earneftly to defre all of it (b)" 

I fincefely concur with Mr. Hearne in this dejire 3 and with a view to 
excite the lovers of antiquity to undertake the publtfhing this valuable, 
record, I have taken the liberty to point out to the focicty fuch of 
the many helps and afliftances I at prefent recoiled:, either in 
print or manufcript, which, I imagine, will leflen the expence, and 
greatly facilitate the completing fo laudable and defireable an under- 
taking 5 not doubting but other members of this fociety , of which there 
are numbers more equal to the talk, will, by their communications, 
render what is here attempted, more ufeful and perfect. 

BifhopNicholfon, in his preface to thefecond edition of his Englifh 
hiftorical^library, published in 17 14. fays, there was then in the Har- 
leian library copies of Domes-day, die Liber Rubeus et Niger of the 
Exchequer. -

The 
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The Lord Somers, it has been faid, was at the expence of having 
Domes-day copied, and properly attefted; but what is become of 
this copy, or whether it is now in being, is not known. It muft 
however be admitted, that this ineftimable remain of antiquity, witi 
regard at leaft to its public ufe and authenticity \ runs every hour the 
*ifk of being irretrieveably loft, fhould a fire happen in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Chapteivhoufe, as formerly happened in the 
Cottonian library, to which accident that part |of the Chapter houfe 
where it is kept, is by its fituation much more liable. 

In the king's .Remembrancers office in the Exchequer, there is 
a manufcript called Domes-day ; "but this is only an epitome or 
abridgment, and not a copy of the original in the Chapteivhoufe (/.) 

A copy of one of the returns or inquifitions, from which Domes- 
•day Book was compiled, is ftill extant. 

In an ancient MS. which Mr. Selden calls Breviarium villarum et 
fundorum, quorum proprietarii erant antiftes et fodales Elienfes, 
written in a character as ancient as that of Domes^day Book, and 
which Dr. Gale calls the Liber Elienfis, there is a Copy of the In- 
quifition, for part of Cambridgtiiire, and the ifle of Ely, with this 
title: 

" Hie fubicribitur inquifitio terrarum, quomodo barones regis in- 
cc quifiverunt : Videlicet per faeramentum vicecomitis fcirae, et omnium 
" baronum, et eorum francigenarum, et totius centuriatus, prefbyteri*

The names of the jury in each hundred, are exprefled after this 
manner. — " In Trepejlau hundredo juraverunt homines, fcilicet Ra- 
" dulfiis praepofitus hujus hundredi, Willelmus de Caleio, Radulfus 
" de Barentona, Theodbaldus homo Hard, Standard de Havekeftunej 
c< Godriz de Fulmere, Alvuricus de Treppeflau, Sigar Dapifer, etom- 
" nes alii Franci et Angli de hundredo juraverunt (k)" 

Some of the Particulars the jury were charged to inquire of, were 
thought unneceffary to be inferted in the two volumes, framed out 
of the Returns ; which will account for the different defcriptions 
different writers give of the contents of this furvey, fome of them fay- 
ing, it contained an account of every particular the jury were char- 
ged to enquire of, and others, more corredtly, confining it to fuch 
things only, as were extracted from the returns, and tranfcribed into 
the work in quefHon. 

In the Cotton library, Vitellius C. viii. 13. there is a MS. written on 
14 membranes of vellum, on one fide only j which is thus defcribed 
in the catalogue — <f Pars libri cenfualis vocati Domes-day, conti- 
" nens defcriptionem Cantii. Charadtere antiquo et temporibus Regir 
" W. I. competente. 



Mr.Cafley, in the Appendix to the catalogue of the MSS. in the king's 
library, plate 1 $> hath given a fhort .fpecimen of the charadler of 
this MS. and p. 358 he fays, this is one of the rolls out of which pro- 
bably Dooms-day was made. 

At the bottom of the firft page of this MS, there is the following 
note, written in a modern chara&er, through which a line is drawn, 
"Pars L. Domes-day. NB. in fcaccario liber ille Domes-day, 
<c qui continet Norfolciam, etc. hac literafcribitur, et hac forma com- 
" ponitur j unde conjicere fas eft, hoc fragmentum fuifle alterius libri

But upon a careful perufal of this MS. and comparing it with 
Domes-day, it appears, 

That the hand writing is more modern, than that of either of 
the volumesof Domes-day, and probably not older than the reign of 
Henry II. and that 

It is -a verbatim copy of great part of Domes-day, for the county 
of Kent, tranferibed fo literally, that in two or more places, the mar- 
ginal references are, by the miftake of the copier, tranferibed and in- 
corporated into the text ; and inftead of its being one of thofe rolls, 
out qf which, as Mr. Cafley fancies, Dqmes-day Was made, or of be- 
ing a fragment of an original volume of Domes-day, the reft of 
which is now loft: it is clearly one of thofe rolls or copies from Domes- 
day, vyhich it wasufual in ancient times for great lords and others, 
to have made for their private ufe, and in which, only particular parts, 
and not the whole county were tranferibed. What there is in this MS. 
is a very exadt copy of parts of the furvey, but many paragraphs in 
jnoft of the chapters are entirely and ex profeflb omitted. 

Dr. Gale gives this account of thefe kind of rolls — <« Ex his duo- 
" bus voluminibus folebant regni proceresfuas poflefliones excerpere ;
